Harriman demunded one half of 508
shares of stock in the Equitable which
Hyan had purchased from llyde and
winch gave Ryan control of the prop-
orty, Hurriman threatened, unless be
congeded this share to exert his poli-
tical and all other influences agwinst
Hyan and bis project. Harriman declar-
ed there would probebly be logialative
wethm and in that even his influence
would be Important, Harriman demand-
ed the right to pame two of the five
trustees to vole controlling stock in
the election of the directors of the so-
ciety, In reply to questions of the coun-
sel of the committes, Ryan stated that!
Harriman did not threaten there should
be legielative action unless he had giv-
en his share In the Equitable control,
